GREAT TRIAL ON 


Chiefs of the Western Federation of 
Minersf Accused of the Murder of 
Former Governor Stuenenberg of 
Idaho, Soon to Face. a Jury—State 
Is Divided on Question,, of Their 
Guilt or Innocence—-Immense Fund 
Raised for Defense—Fight Prom­ 
ises to Be Long and 


Boise, Idaho.—No one living in the i 
Booky mountain regions can have an 
unprejudiced opinion regarding tho 
Steunenberg murder trial. 
This is 
the most important event that has 
occurred in western America in re­ 
cent years, and William D. Maywood, 
secretary of the Western Federation 
of Miners, charged with the murder of 
Idaho’s governor, has half the popu­ 
lation of the entire western country 
with him and half against him. 
This 
is the culmination of a long line of 
bloodshed in the mining camps, begin­ 
ning iii the Coeur d'Alene s mines 15 
years ago, and culminating 
in 
the , 
bloody mining riots in Colorado. The 
prosecution aims to show that all the j 
crimes iii the mining camps which 
appeared at the time to have their 
motive in the existing bad feeling be­ 
tween the mine owners and the West­ 
ern 
Federation 
of 
Miners 
were 
planned by the “Inner Circle" of the 
federation. Of this the three officials 
indicted for the 
murder 
of 
Gov. 
Steunenberg were members, and the j 
crimes committed were supposed to j 
be carried out under their directions. 
The defense is confident of its ability 
to disprove these allegations, as well 
as the charges made 
in 
Orchard s 
“confession,” described further on in 
this article. 
At the time of the Wardner riots 
Sn the Coeur d'Alene-.'. Gov. Steunen­ 
berg, in the 
absence of the Idaho 
militia in the Philippines, asked for 
feii era I aid, and Gen. Merriam estab­ 
lish.'.I such stringent military 
rule 
that Gov. Steunenberg gained tilt' en­ 
mity of the entire Western Federation 
of Miners. 
Two years later Steunen­ 
berg retired from office and returned 
to his home in Caldwell. 
Four years 
later, returning home from his office 
at six o’clock on the night of Decem­ 
ber 30, 1905, he swung open his gar­ 
den gate, and a mine that had been 
set for him exploded and tore his 
body to pieces. 
His head was found 
a block away. 


Two "Confessions” Made, 
Investigation implicated Harry Or­ 
chard and Stephen Adams iii the mur- 


saying that it was obtained from him 
by coercion and undue influence. 
All Idaho is torn between the prose­ 
cution and defense in this trial. 
Al­ 
though broken by great ranges of 
mountains and divided into separate 
sections by lack of through railroad 
connections, Idaho is a unit and its 
progressive citizens are well acquaint­ 
ed in all parts of the state. The popu­ 
lation is small, but enlightened. Hich 
mines and irrigated farms have pro­ 
duced a great deal of wealth, anti the 
resultant culture has not weakened 
the moral fiber of its citizens. 
The 
people of idaho are a very high class 
of Americans. 


Trial Made Labor Issue. 


The prosecution of Moyer, 
Hay­ 
wood and Petti bone has been made a 
labor issue throughout tho 
United 
States. 
For a year and more meet­ 
ings have been held, ending with a 
sensational series in all the 
large 
cities a few weeks ago, iii which the 
prosecution was declared a persecu­ 
tion. and the question was asked: 
"Shall our brothers *be murdered?” 
The purpose of these meetings was to 
obtain money with which to conduct 
the defense, and over a quarter of a 
million dollars has been raised. 
There is tremendous interest in the 
trial all through the west, even in 
portions where there are no mines or 
miners. 
It is most talked of in labor 
circles. 
There the spirit regarding 
the trial is good. All the labor unions 
ask is a fair and speedy trial. 
They 
have rest rved their judgment and are 
willing to stand by the judgment of 
any 13 good men. 
The trial will cost the start' of Idaho 
over $200,000. The defense expects to 
spend even more. 
It has $1,000,000 
belonging to the Western Federation 
t f Miners, besides the $25,000 raised 
in public nu 'tings 
James ll. Haw- 
lay, formerly a well-known California 
law - cr. now of P.oise, biabo, and Sen- 
I aior W. E. Horah of Idaho, are lead­ 
ing 
counsel 
for 
the 
prosecution. 
Clarence Harrow of Chicago heads the 
defense. 
His principal assistants are 
‘ ex-Gov. John T. Morrison and John F. 


Miner* depends on Che validity Of the 
“confession” of Harry Orchard and its 
power to convict. 
The complaint that two terms of 
court has passed before the cases were 
brought to trial was made the basis of 
a motion to have the case dismissed a 
few weeks ago. The motion was over­ 
ruled, Senator Borah arguing that tho 
trial could not previously have been 
legally held under the laws of Idaho, 
as habeas corpus proceedings were 
pending in the supreme court. 
The defense 
then 
petitioned 
for 
change of venue from Caldwell to 
Boise. 
This was grunted by Judge 
Wood, the defense agreeing not to 
bring up the question of change of 
venue again. Judge Wood then aet the 
trial of Haywood for May 9 in Boise. 
About this trial centers the greatest 
Interest, as the fate of Haywood will 
decide the fate of the others, since all 
three of the indicted men were equally 
implicated by Harry Orchard. 


Could Not Have Trial Earlier. 


Tho prosecution has been generally 
criticised for allowing a whole year to 
pass without bringing these men to 


activltie* cf the “Inner Circle’ 
Western Federation of Miners. 
cf tho 


Orchard’s Remarkable Story. 


According to his own confession, Or­ 
chard was the principal assassin in the 
pay of 
the 
Western Federation of 
Miners, hired to get rid of objection­ 
able persons. 
A remarkable side to 
his story is his care not to injure per­ 
sons not enemies of the Federation. 
He planned many times, he confessed, 
to assassinate Gov. Peabody of Col­ 
orado, but, as he says in his “confes­ 
sion”: “I could have got Gov. Peabody 
time and time again, if I had not been 
afraid of blowing up those Peabody 
girls.” 
He tells In another place how' he de­ 
liberately foiled a determination on the 
part of the Federation to destroy a 
whole trainload of innocent people. 
There was a military ball at Victor, 
Colo., Nov. I t, 1903, in the midst of the 
mining trouble in this district. 
The

was 
in control, 
and 
the 
miners objected to the martial law. A 
train on the Florence & Cripple Creek 
railroad took over to Victor from (’rip­ 
ple Creek 218 persons.

Trappists do not 
cultivate art. 
In their churches are

tines. 
The Trappists instead sit in 
poor stalls, the hoards of which are 
roughtly put together. 
The order of the Trappists is most 
strict, and requires men having a true 
vocation and strong will to persevere 
in it. 
Silence is undoubtedly one of 
the greatest punishments that can In* 
inflicted, even temporarily, upon pris­ 
oners; we may therefore guess how 
much strength of will and self-denial 
are required to keep it spontaneously 
during a whole lifetime. 
But this is 
not all. The rule of fasting is peremp- 
torv. and is also observed in case of 
sickness, unless the doctor finds it 
necessary to order a differe nt diet. 
The' cooking does not afford many re­ 
source's, as meat, eggs, and even fish 
ar*' excluded —thus their meals are 
purely vegetarian. Dinner consists of 
a soup, vegetable, and fruit; supper of 
potatoes, salad, and water—without 
sh ak in g of all the* fasting days, dur­ 
ing which they only take a little'bread. 
It could not, indeed, he otherwfi.se, for 
the* orders of the Trappists, or, rather, 
the' order of til** Ciste rcians, cd" which 
the Trappists are a branch, was found­ 
ed for penance, self-denial, and work. 
The bed of a Trapped consists of a 
plain pallet without any bedclothes, 
for h*> gees to bed dressed, wearing 
his everyday dollies.

The prosecution will exert every possi­ 
ble effort to secure the conviction of 
Haywood, as the hope of fastening the 
long line of Colorado murders on tho 


stand, and the prosecution will he 
forced to seek to have his sworn testi­ 
mony, on which the indictments were 
brought, admitted as evidence in the 
form of affidavits. 
The confessions of Harry Orchard 
and Steve Adams for the murder of ex- 
Gov. Steunenberg 
were obtained by 
James M cFarland of the Pinkerton 
detective service, who broke up the 
Mollie Maguire gang in Pennsylvania 
in the seventies, and secured th*' con­ 
viction and execution of IT members. 


Murder of Steunenberg. 


When ex-Gov. Steunenberg was mur­ 
dered, Dec. 30, 1905, th*' nature of til*' 
death trap set for him and seemingly 
the probable motive for the aet pointed 
suspicion toward th*' Western Fedora- j 
tion of Miners.

The complaint that two terms of 


court has passed before the cases were 
brought to trial was fnadc the basis of 
a motion to have the case dismissed a 
few weeks ago. The motion was over- 
ruled, Senator Borah arguing that the 
trial could not previously have been 
legally held under the laws of Idaho, 
as habeas corpus proceedings

The defense then petitioned

About this trial centers the greatest 


Interest, as the fate of Haywood will 
decide the fate of the others, since all 
three of the Indicted men were equally 
Implicated by Harry Orchard. 


Could Not Have Trial Earlier. 


The prosecution has been generally 


criticised for allowing a whole year to 
pass wiUtout bringing these men to 


actlTltie* of the 'Inner Circle" of the 
Western Federation of Miners. 


Orchard's Remarkable Story. 


According to his own confession, Or- 


chard was the principal assassin In the 
pay of the Western Federation of 
Minors, hired to get rid of objection- 
able persons. 
A remarkable side to 


his story is his care not to injure per- 
sons not enemies of the Federation. 
He planned many times, he confessed, 
to assassinate Gov. Peabody of Col- 
orado, but, as he says in his "confes- 
sion": "I could have got Gov. Peabody 
time and time again, if I had not been 
afraid of blowing up those Peabody 
girls." 
He tells in another place how he de- 


liberately foiled a determination on the 
part of the Federation to destroy a 
whole trainload of innocent people. 
There was a military ball at Victor, 
Colo., Nov. 14, 1903, in the midst of the 
mining trouble In this district.

In that part of tho Agro Romano, 


where malarial fevers reign supreme, 
at a short distance from the Via 
Ostensl high road, appears In its sol- 
emn solitude the Abbey of Tre Fon- 
tane, at the end of a magnificent ave- 
nue. 
It Is a fit place for meditation 


and melancholy. 
( 


A Trappist never speaks—such is 


the rule. 
His voice is only heard, 


monotonous and weak, almost drowned 
by the noted ot tho organ which ac- 
company his morning irealms or even- 
ing prayers In the large church of the 
convent, with Its huge arcades and 
high, dark colling. 
Trapplsts do not 


cultivate art. 
In their churches are 


no imposing tombs, nor do they adorn 
their choirs with those flno stalls that 
are masterpieces of wood-carving and 
inlaid woik, and which are to be ad- 
mired in most abbeys of the Benedic- 
tines. The Trapplsts instead sit in 
poor stalls, the boards of which are 
roughtly put together. 


Tho order of the Trapplsts is most 


strict, and requires men bavins a true 
vocation and strong will to p-rsevere 
in it. 
Silence is undoubtedly one of 


tho greatest punishments that can be 
inflicted, even temporarily, upon pris- 
oners; wo may therefore guess how 
much strength of will and self-denial 
are required to keep it spontaneously 
during a whole lifetime. 
Hut this is 


not all. The rule of fasting is peremp- 
tory, and Is also observed In case of 
sickness, unless tho doctor finds it 
necessary to order n different diet. 
The cooking does not afford many re- 
.Bources, as meat, eggs, and even fish 
are excluded—thus their meals are 
l>urel> \egetarlan. Dinner consists of 
a suupt vegetable, and fruit; t upper of 
potatoes, salad, and water—without 
speaking of all the fasting days, dur- 
ing which they only take a little bread 
It could not, indeed, be otherwise, for

a piece of bread and a hot beverage 
I!ut the vineyards and the orchards ol 
the convent are of an abundance which 
contrasts greatly with the poverty ol 
the monks' existence. The Trapplsts 
cultivate a very extensive property 
where fruits of all kinds grow plentl 
fully, the grapes being moat abundant 


Under the Portico of the Abbey. 


and ot an exquisite quality. 
In the 


outhouses there are over 100 cows and 
about 12 horses. Kvory morning more 
than 400 litres ot milk are sent to 
Home, as well as hampers of fruits 
and vegetables, carts of hay and wheat. 
The monks manufacture from 
the 


eucalyptus, a liquer known as eucalyp- 
tiue. and they also produce an essence 
and an oil of eucalyptus. Tho money 
derived from tho sale of these is used 
for the pa> ment of a debt to the 
Italian government. 
The debt was

for reclaiming the Agro 


Romano near tho convent.

tho Trappisls spend all their money.

this train was to return at Iwo o'clock 
iu the morning, Orchard, according to 
his "confession," was ordered by Sec- 
retary Havwood of the Federation to 
wreck the train on a very dangerous 
curve. The attempt to wreck the train 
was made, spikes were pulled from a 
rail on a curve of a 800-foot embank- 
ment 
"When I was ordered to wreck 


that train." says Orchard in his "con.

T«ll> of Another Crime. 


Tn th« long story of his "confession" 


Orchard tells of many things. He con- 
fessed to the blowing up of the Inde- 
pendence railroad station. The Find- 
lay mine, at Independence, Colo., cm- 
ployed nonunion men. 
The plan. Or- 


chard savs. was to kill off two shifts 
at once by blowing up the raihoad sta- 
tion as one shift was going to work 
and another leaving.

In one InslHnco Orchard suys he had 
planted a bomb just outside the gale 
before Judge Goddard's house, burled 
six inches below the surface, on the 
outside of the gate post, covered with 
a piece of sacking, and attached to a 
tine wire eonn-'Cted with a smiill bottle 
of acid, which lay above a heap of 
potash and sugar. del'Ily placed o\er 
tho e\plosi%e.

his story is his care not to injure per- 
sona not enemies of the Federation. 
He planned many times, he confessed, 
to assassinate Gov. Peabody of Col- 
orado, but, as he says in his "confes- 
sion": "I could have got Gov. Peabody 
time and time again, if I had not been 
afraid of blowing up those Peabody 
girls." 


He tells In another place how he de- 


liberately foiled a determination on the 
part of the Federation to destroy a 
whole tratnload of innocent people.

Trapplsts do not 


cultivate art. 
In their churches are 


no imposing tombs, nor do they adorn 
their choirs with those fine stalls that 
are master|)iores of wood-carving and 
inlaid Vioik, and which aro to be ad- 
mired in most abbeys of the Benedic- 
tines. 
Tho Trappists instead Hit in 


poor stalls, the boards oC which arc 
roughtly put together. 


Tho order of the Trapplsts is most 


strict, and requires men having a true 
vocation and strong will to persevere 
in It. 
Silence is undoubtedly one of 


the greatest punishments that can be 
inflicted, even temporarily, upon pris- 
oners; we may therefore gudfes how 
much strength of will and self-denial 
are required to keep it spontaneously 
during a whole lifetime. 
Uut this is 


not all. The rule of fasting IK peremp- 
tory, and is also observed in case of 
sickness, unless tho doctor finds it 
necessary to order a different 
diet. 


Tho cooking does not afford many re- 
sources, as meat, eggs, and even fish 
are excluded—thus their men Is are 
purel> \egetarlan.

outhouses there are over 100 cows and 
about 12 horses. Kvery morning more 
than 400 litres ot milk are sent to 
Home, as well as hampers of fruits 
and vegetables, carts of hay and wheat. 
Tho monks 
manufacture from 
the 


eucalyptus, a liquor known as cucalyp- 
tiiic, and they also produce an essence 
and an oil of eucalyptus. Tlie money 
derived from the sale of these is used 
for the pa> nient of a debt to 
the 


Italian government.
